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Apprehenſion of the Enemy's penetrating the 


Country, being fluſhed with their late Succeſs, and 


ſuddenly puſhing the Advantage they had got by 


taking Fort William. The Alarm was general, 


and Men were raiſed and marching from all Parts

It is obſerveable, that while our Affairs were 
thus ſtagnated, and put on a gluomy diſcouraging 
Aſpect, "both at Home and in the Colonies, we 
were frequently jm prized with Advices from 


Germany of the Prufjian Bra very, and the vaſt 
Atchievements and mateble Heroiſin of that ſuc- 
ceſsful and renowned Monarch. And that ſame 
Spirit ſeemed to be Communicated with tkeſe

But—Whether it is to be reſolved into a Spirit 
of Emulation, which, like Enthufiaſm, ſuddenly 
catches from Breaſt to Breaſt, and flaſhes, like 


Lightning, from one Part under Heaven to the 


other Part under Heaven: Whether it is to be 


imputed to the public Diſgrace and Puniſhment 


inflicted, by the Government, upon Faß 
and Unfaithfulrieſs, and the Rewa [rd of diſtinguiſh- 
ed Merit: Whether it is to be aſcribed to a Spirit 
of Revenge; to a Senfe of preſent preſſing Danger; 
to a Change in the Adminiſtration : Whether to 
one or all of theſe together: Or rather, whether it 
is, once for all, to be piouſly attributed to an 

uncommon 
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- uncommon Interpoſition of Providence, and the 
ſovereign ſupream Influence of that Univerſal Being 
who has the Hearts of all Men in his Hand, and 
who preſerves and kindles up their Spirits by his 
kindly Viſitation : — So it was. — In the Beginning 
of the Year 1758, our public Councils and national 
Affairs took a different Turn. Vigorous Meaſures 
are row taken. No Time is loſt, Fleets and 
Armies are equipt ſeaſonably and expeditiouſly. 
The Attention of the Adminiſtration is to carrying 
on the War to Effect. The Scene ſhifts. The Goop 
TiME comes on, and the whole Face of our 
military Affairs is changed. 


Several ſucceſsful Deſcents are made upon the 
Coaſt of France, the Shipping at St. Malo burnt, 

and the Harbour of Cherbourg demoliſhed. Senegal 
and Goree, upon the Coaſt of Africa, are taken by 
Commodores MARSH and KEPPEL. Admiral 
OSBORNE obtains a Victory at Sea, and retards the 
French Fleet deſtin'd for America. A grand Fleet 
arrives at Haliſax from England, and early inveits 
Lowſbourg, [June 8] which, after a vigorous and 
cloſe Siege of near ſeven Weeks, ſurrenders, at Diſ- 
cretion, to Admiral BoscAwEn and Major-General 
AMHERST, | July 26] which occaſions great Re- 
joicing, and ſeems to be the Earneſt of future 
Succeſſes.

And, to crown all, Immortal WOLFE, 
beats the Enemy, and whole Force of Canada, up- 
on the Plains of Abraham, not far from Quebec, 
Sept. 13] after a Siege about as long as that of 
Louiſbourg. A bold, but glorious Action! Both 
Generals are ſlain in Battle, and many of the 
French Officers of the firſt Rank. The Conſequence 
of which ever-memorable Victory, was the Sur- 


render of the Grand Metropolis [Sept. 17] a few 


Days after, to the King's Troops and Admiral 
SAUNDERS, Who lay in the River with forty- 


ſeven Sail of Ships of War, before Quebec. 
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The Admirals Bosc Awrx and Hawke ſeverely 


drubb the French at Sea: Their Ports are 
block'd up: Their flat-bottom'd Boats, with which 


they make a Pretence of invading England, are 


knock'd to Pieces, by the Engliſb Men of War, in 


their own Harbors ; Their maritime Power is 


greatly broken and reduced; and the Engliſb ſuc- 
ceed equally by Sea and Land, Indeed it muſt 


be acknowledged they have a ſmall Fleet under M. 
Bompar, in the W²'eſt- Indies, that find particular 
Favour, and paſs unmoleſted, and 200 and up- 


wards of Engliſb trading Veſſels, that Seaſon, 
fall into the Hands of ſeventy Sail of French Pri- 
vateers, that ſwarm about Martineco. How unlucky 
that a certain Commodore who commanded a large 
Squadron in thoſe Seas, ſhould not be able, at this 


fortunate Seaſon, to acquire his Share of Glory by 


preventing it | In the Buſineſs of privateering 
the French may be equal with us, at this Time, 
there being 1200 Captures on each Side. 


But, beſides our Succeſſes by Land, at the Cloſe 


of this Vear, more than fifty of their Men of War 


are burnt, taken, and deſtroy'd by the Eugliſb. 


This inſtant Year, 1760, will ſtand diſtinguiſhed | 


in our Annals, as the Year (the auſpicious Year ) 
that crowns the grand Enterprize, and cloſes the 
whole Scene, as we truſt, at leaſt, with us. 


This Year holds Quebec, in Spite of all the 
French Efforts to retake it, though they lay early 


Siege 
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Siege to it, and cauſe General MuRRay to quit 
the Field, and retreat, with great Loſs to the City, 
being inſnared by a too warm Purſuit of them. 
But, upon the firſt Appearance of the Britiſh Fleet 
in the River, they quit their Camp, with Pre- 
cipitation, and leave their Artillery and Stores behind 
them. 


The Enemy, the Beginning of this Year, were in 
Poſſeſſion of Montreal, and ſeveral Fortifications 
upon the River above and below it, and upon Lake 
Champlain. er ingly the Buſineſs of this Yeat 
has been fo early effected, by a threefold Diviſion 
of the Forces of His Majeſty ind his Colonies, | 


General Mux Rav, from Quebec, with the Forces 
there and thoſe from Lowurſbourg, (after its Demoli- 
tion by-His Majeſty's Order) clear the River, and 
take Poſſeſſion up to Montreal. General Havi- 
LAND, from Crown-Pornt, forces his Way by the 
Ifle of "Noix and Se. John's, over-againſt Montreal 
to the ſouth. And General AuRERST arrives at 
the ſame Place, from the weſt, taking the more 
difficult Rout, by the Way of Ofwego, Ontario, 
and ſo down the River, ſubjecting all he Forts and 
the whole Country in his Way. A Body of Iadians, 
wich General Jounson, make a Part of the Army; 
but neither they or the other Troops are allowed 
to plunder a conquered People, after Submiſſion to 
the Crown of England, who affect, at leaſt, to 
be pleaſed with their new Government and Deli- 
verance from Slavery, 
| D | The 
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The remaining Force of Canada is now driven into 
Montreal, and this was their laſt Reſource. Here 
the three Generals meet, (as it is ordered in Pro- 
vidence) nearly at the ſame Time. So formidable 
an Appearance, and the dreaded Name of 
AMHERST at its Head, amazes and confounds 
them, breaks all their Reſolutions, inclines the 
Canadians to leave their Commanders, and, with- 
out any Trial of their Strength in the Field, diſpoſes 
them, in general, to a Surrender. Governor Vau- 
drueil capitulates. They are Priſoners of War, 
The Garriſon and Regular Troops to be ſent to 
France, with the Governors and Men in Power. 
The common People, at preſent, to retain their 


Poſſeſſions in Peace, but not to trade with the 


Indians, on Pain of Death, 


| Theſe are the Laurels that are won, the Gar- 


lands that adorn the Year ! Theſe are the Trophies 
of our Victories, and the Grounds of our Triumph ! 


Theſe Victories pave the Way for one another, and 
the Succeſs of one Year for the Proſperity of an- 
other. Thus an AMHERST can obtain repeated 


Victories without a Battle, and live immortal; while 
an immortal WOLFE expires in Battle, and

+ 49 HE preſent Inhabitants of Canada are the Deſcendants of a 
ſmall Colony planted there by Henry IV. of France, in 1603 
or 160 f. But 20, or 30, Years at leaſt before this, Sir Humphrey Gilbert 
being fitted out by Secretary Walſingbam for this Purpoſe, failed up &. 
Laæorence River, and took Poſſeſſion for the Crown of England, about 


1550, or, according to others, in 1583. The French indeed in 1542, 
| | | carried 
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T HE Agreeableneſs and Perfection of our Vic- 
tories and Conqueſts, under God, will further 


appear 


carried thither a few People from Rochelle ; but their Settlement was of 
no Continuance. And before this, in 1534 and 5, J. Cartier, of Sr. Malo, 
made two Voyages to St. Lawrence River, and proceeded up as far as 
Montreal, and called the Country New-France And earlier ſtill (ex- 
actly when is uncertain) a Coaſter, in the Service of the King of France, 
diſcovered this River, and failed up, and took a nominal Poſſeſſion for 
his royal Maſter. 


But it is ſaid the Cabors firſt explor'd the Gulph of Sr. Lawrence 
and that ſo early as 1496 and 7, they, and other Britiſo Subjects, diſ- 
cover'd and took Poſſeſſion according to the Form of thoſe Times, of all 
the eaſtern Coaſt of North America, from Cape Florida, to the North 
Polar Circle for and in the Name of the Crown of England : How- 
ever, two Ships from England faild up this River in 1527, which was 
| ſeven Years before Carter's Voyages abovementioned. 


But whoever were really the firſt Diſcoverers, or Settlers and Poſſeſſors 
of this Country of Canada, north of the River Sz. Lawrence, it is cer- 
tain, that it was conquer'd by Sir David Kirk and Aſſociates in 1628, 
who were commiſſioned, as private Adventurers by the King of Eng- 
V pad, and Patents were obtained from the Erg/; Court, by which the 
Lands called Canada, north of the River St. Lawrence, were granted to 
Sir David Kirk. | 


But in the Treaty of Sr. Germain, in 1632, it was returned to France, 
who have continued the Poſſeſſion of it till the preſent Year 1760 ; but 
not without ſeveral Efforts of the Exgliſb to retake it, in this long Tract 
of Time. For Inſtance : In 1690 Sir William Phips was ſent againſt 
Quebec, with a Fleet of 34 Sail, and an Army of Provincials from Nexw- 
England. | | 


But this Expedition being undertaken too late in the Year, the prin- 
cipal Officers being unexperienced in the Service, great Sickneſs hap- 
pening among the Men, and other Diſappointments, the Fleet was 
_ oblig'd to return without effecting any Thing, having loſt a thouſand 
Men, and many Tranſports in the Attempt. | 


In 1714 the Zrgh intended to beſiege Quebec, with 68 Veſſels, un- 
der the Command of Sir Howenden Walker, who ſailed from Boſton on the 
30th of July, with 6463 Men, under the Command of Mr. Hill. On the 
13th of Auguft the Fleet and Tranſports entered the River S-.

The Command of the Fleet was given to the late Admiral Lock, whoſe | 
Conduct ſufficiently ſhew'd that the N of un was not at 
that Time intended.“ | 


Quebec is 120 Miles up the River, and was founded by Champlin 
in 1608. 


Nova: Scctia was not OP firſt diſcovered, but firſt ſettled by the Eng- 
liſh. The firſt ſettling of any French in this Country, was at the ſame. 
Time that Henry IV. of France ſent his Colony to Canada, in 1603 or 4, 
but the Engliſb had Settlements there in 1602, according to the Hiſto- 
— of both Nations. In 1621 it was granted, by the Crown, to ð Jr 5 
Villiam Alexander, Secretary of State for Scacland and called Ns ED 
Seer whereas the French called it Acadie. In 1623 King Charles the J. > 
gave it to his Father in Law the King of France. In 1627 or 8, Kirk 
took it from the French, at the fame Time he took Canada beiore- 
mentioned. It was ceded to F rance, together with Canada, by the 
Treaty of Sf. Germain in 1632. Cromwel took it 1654. Delivered 
back by CC arles II. 1662. In 1690 it was taken by New-Englandmer, 
at their own Charge, the ſame Year that Sir William Phips went for 
Quebec and Canada. In 1697 it was again ceded to France. In 1710, 

the Year before the ſecond unſucceſsful Expedition to Canada, it was 

reduced by Forces from Grear-Britain and New-England, and confirmed -. 
by the Treaties of Uzrrecht, and Aix la Chapelle. The French Inhabi- 

tants were permitted to retain their Poſſeſſions till 1755, when they were 

r. moved for their Perfidy and Piſloy alty. 2 


The Mh Country, or Louiſiana, began to be ſettled not till the 
latter End cf 1600, and Beginning of 1700. Their Settlements received 
no Form till 1708. Lewis XIV. patents it to the Sieur Crozal in 1712 3 
and the Capital of the Country called New-Orleans was not founded 
till 1717. 

It's to be hoped the F. lib may be able to give a beiter Add of 
it, if the War laſts a few Years longer, 
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Schemes and hong kid Contrivances baffled and con- 
founded, and ſuch a proud inſulting Foe diſgrac d, 
| humbled, and brought under our Power, who aim'd 
to lord it over us and our Children: But hereby alſo 
ſolid Foundation is laid for Peace and Friendſhip, 
with the Natives, who were Enemies to us, chiefly 
as they were allied to them, and influenced by their 
Wiles, and made the Tools of their Avarice and 


| Malice. 


The Indian Trade, now raviſh'd from the French 
and ſecur'd to us, will be greatly emolumentive to 
- the Nation, and advantageous to the Colonies. 


A vaſt Extent of Country, beyond: our ancient 
Claims, is now become our Property, being a con- 
quered Land, and won at the Point of the Sword. 

Our new Settlements may now puſh out in Safety 
on all Sides, and our diſtant Planters no longer get 

their Bread with the Peril of their Lives, becauſe 
of the Sword of the Wilderneſs. 


We have now given us the pleaſing Proſpect of 
having our Lands and Liberties, and: Patrimony of 
our Fathers ſecur'd to us, and our Children after us, 
from Generation to Generation. 


This is a good Landi in which we aun and it 
would be ſtrange if we were willing and eaſy to 
forego the Poſſeſſion of it: But then over and above 


this, what invaluable Bleſſings are our Religion, our 
Liberty, 
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Liberty, our Laus? And how extremely unhappy 
muſt we have been in the Loſs of them, eſpecially 
to have had them forfeited into the Hands of ſo baſe 
and ungenerous a Foe ? Might we have hop'd for 
the Humanity from them, which they experience 
at the Hands of the Engliſb? Would they have put 
us into the Poſſeſſion of our Lands and Liberty, and 
made us eaſy under a free and happy Adminiſtration 
of Government? By no Means: We are morally 
certain, on the Contrary, that every valuable Bleſ- 
ſing and Comfort of Life would at once and forever 
forſook us, upon being brought under the galling 
tyrannical Yoke of a French Government. In vain 
we ſhould have complained of unreaſonable Impo- 
ſitions, ſpiritual and political, and groan'd under the 
inſupportable Preſſures of an arbitrary Power. This

Reflect a Moment upon the Miſeries of a con- 
quered Country; .conquered by Papiſts, Tyrants and 
Slaves.

Let us bleſs God, with great Sincerity, for his 
diſtinguiſhing Goodneſs, in cauſing us to triumph in

Can any Thing be more according to our Wiſhes, 


and our Hearts Defire, than to ſee our Religion and 
Laws, our Liberty and valuable Property and Poſ- 
ſeflions, paſſing down ſecurely from us to our 
Children after us, in whom we hope, as it were, 
to out- live ourſelves in a Kind of Immortality? 


Is it not an additional Circumſtance to our Feli-

They are expelled from their ancient Haunts and 
wild Retreats, to make Way for us, and that goodly 
Scene, that now ſucceeds, and js likely to increaſe, of 
populous Towns, and fruitful Villages; and is it 
much that in Exchange for their carnal, we ſhould 
be willing and forward to impart unto them our 
ſpiritual Things? Would it not be according to our 
Hearts Deſire, and a Thing moſt agreeable to ſee 
the Golpel, in Conſequence of our Victories, finding 
its Way, and Qourithing along, the Wilderneſs, and 
theſe People becoming God's People who were not

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his People, and our Fellow Chriſtians as well as Fel- 


low Suhjeds? How pleaſing this to our gracious 
Sovereign, the Defender of the Faith, and nurſing. 
Father of the Church ; and how acceptable to his 

religious Subjects of all Denominations ? 


The crowning Circumſtance of our Wiſhes, in 


. Regard of our late Acquiſitions, is the Proſpect we 


have of its being continued to us in a Treaty of 
Peace. Without this indeed our Thankſgiving is 


only to the Halves. Yea, it might have been better, 
on ſome Accounts, not to have conquered Canada 


at all, but only ſecur'd our own Claims, and drove 
them from their Encroachments, than to be oblig'd to 


have it conceded back to France, now we have made 


it our own. But this can never be unleſs, * the 
Neceſſity of our Affairs ſhould oblige us to accept 
« of Terms leſs advantageous than our preſent Suc- 
*© celies ſeem to promiſe us,” 


If Heayen ſhould ſtill fmile upon his Majeſty's 
Arms, and thoſe of his Allies, in ſuch a Manner as 
thall © put it in our Power to retain ſome of our 


_* Conqueſts, at the making of a Peace,” ſurely 
Canada will be one. Quebec was taken almoſt by a 


Miracle, and the Country ſubdu'd by a Series of 
moſt remarkable Events and Succeſſes: To give it 
up under our preſent Circumſtances, would ſcem to 
border upon ſmpzety, were not our urgent ſecular 
Intereſts to be taken into Conſideration at all. Long 
Experience ſhews that there can be no Peace in 


North- America, fo long as France holds Canada, or 
Even 
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even Lou iſiana. The recent Inſtance of Indian 
Perfidy, in the diſhonorable and cruel Treatment 
of the Garriſon of Fort Loudon, after Capitulation, 
and their late Hoſtilities in thoſe ſouthern Parts, are 
moſt probably owing to the Influence and Encoura- 
gement of the French, ſettled back towards the 
Miſſiſipi, in that yet unconquer'd and unknown 
Country. Broils here in America are able to ſpread 
the Flames of War thro' Europe : This is the Caſe 
at preſent, and in the great Work of mating Peace, 


will no Regard be had to Peace? Thoſe great and 


| honourable Perſonages who may compoſe a future 
Congreſs for that Purpoſe, will ſurely act in Cha- 
racter. So far forth as Peace is deſirable and a Bleſ- 
ſing, ſo far forth the yielding up Canada, to its for- 
mer Owners, might be difagreeable, and of general 
pernicious Conſequence. e Canada in the Hands 
of Britain will endanger the Kingdom of France, 

« as little as any other Ceſſion; and fro its Gi- 
ee tuation and Circumſtances cannot be hurtful to 
« any other State.” But with this Country in the 
Hands of the French, who are able at any Time, by 
their Indians to alarm and diſturb our Frontiers, we 
can have no ſufficient Security for our former Claims. 
Suppoſe theſe Bounds to contain a ſufiicient Scope of 
Territory for future Poſſeſſion. Who ſhall be an- 
ſwerable for all that Blood and Carnage, that is the 
| foreknown certain Conſequence of placing us again 
by ſo bad Neighbours, who have ſuch Opportu- 
nity and Inclination to do us Miſchief, not only by 
the Way of the Natives, but by purſuinztheir former 


Scheme of undermining our Country, and fortifying 
inviſibly 
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inviſibly in the thick Wilderneſs to our Deſtruction? 
SGreat- Britain will ſtand vehemently for a Country 


ſhe has ſo dearly won, though under the ſpecial 
Smiles of Heaven. She finds the Ex xpence and 
Dithculty of taking Forts and marching Troops in 
this ragged Wilderneſs, and yet has no Security, 
upon the giving up Canada, that the ſame or greater 
Charge and Fatigue, ſhall not ſoon need to be 
repeated ; and no Security, neither, of the like 
Succeſs. She now, better than ever, underſtands 

the Worth and Importance of her Colonies, and, 
inſtead of requiring any Check upon their Growth, 
knows that her own Wealth and Glory greatly 
depend upon their Increaſe, Extent and Numbers. 
*© Canada, in the Hands of France, has always 
« ſtinted the Growth of our Colonies. ”” But

If twenty-five Years will double the Number of 


Inhabitants in the Colonies, where there is no un- 


common Obſtruction to their Increaſe, then one 


nundred Years will give fixtcen for one, without 
Importation of Foreigners: And if this be the com- 
mon Rate of Increaſe by Generation, then one

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Century and a hali will people the Britiſh Erapire in 
America, witz upwards of Sixty Million Souls, 
ſuppoſing one Million in the Colonies at pi reſent. 

But a much ſlower Increaſe will in a few. Scores of 
Years equal the Number. of Inhabitants on this Side 
the Atlantic, to thoſe on the other; and yet the vaſt 
Increment here, {hall increaſe the Po opulation in 
Britain, as it will give more Employment there, 
and better Means of Subfiſtence. | 


| Bot ſuppoſing the Number of Britiſi Subjects in 


America to be tull ten Times greater, under various 
Forms of Government, having differing intereſts, 
and all ſpringing from the! ſame Root, and acknow- 
ledging the ſame IMother, they could never endan- 


ger the Safety, but would be the giving Strength 


cus Glory of the Nation. 


So that, as Canada is now ours, we may depend 


upon the continued Poſſeſſion of it, and to inherit 
the Bleſſing thence reſulting. Indeed, if ſome of 
our Acquiſitions muſt be ceded to Ir ance, we have 
enou2h beſides Canada, and they have little or No- 


thing, as yet, to exchange. 


The French nave, indeed, made very vigorous 
Efforts, from Year to Year, for taking Poſſeſſion 
of His Majeſty's German Dominions : But their 
Deſigns have been, hitherto, fruſtrated, and their 
numerous Arimies 1 repeatedly vanquiſhed, by the 
Forces of our Sovercigu, under the Conduct of the 


illuſtrious FERDINAND; who, we hope, will Gill 


be 
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be able, through the Favor of Heaven, to pre- 
ſerve that threatened Country. 


Nor can we forbear to rejoice in the late Succeſs 
which it has pleaſed God to grant to his Pruſſian 
Majeſty, in the Defeat of a very conſiderable Part 
of the Auſtrian Forces in Szlefia, This Victory, 
at ſuch a Juncture, is very important; and, con- 
ſidered in all its Circumſtances, muſt make no 
{mall Addition to the Glory of that great Ally 
of our Sovereign, in whoſe Succeſs the Britiſh 
Nation and the Proteſtant Cauſe are fo deeply inter- 
eſted. A Cauſe which we beſeech Almighty God 
{till to plead. +

The Reafons for holding Cana mioht, perhaps, be ranged, ſome 
of them, in the following 2 Order: \ 


France has made no Acquitition this War that may be deemed an 
Equivalent for it, and the preſent Aſpect of Things, promites ſhe never 
will. 


2. Should a Ceſſion of ſome of the Britiſh Conqueſts to France, be 
neceſſary at a general Peace, we have others for this Purpoſe, perhaps 
of * Importance to them, tho' not to us. 


There can be no Peace made upon theſe Terms: The F n 
of } it is deſtroy d by giving up Canada, for the French will again en- 
croach, upon their being eflablith'd in their former Country, "and the 
Diſoute about American Claims, will again embroil the two Nations, 
and ſpread the Flames of War thro' Europe, as it does at preſent. 


4. To five up Canada will be infinitely diſadvantageous to Great- 
Britain, as it will ſtint and limit the Growth and Expanſion of her 
Colonies, and fo prevent the Exportation of her Manufactures, and the 
Advancement of her Wealth and Glory. 


5. All that future Effuſion of Blood, which will be the Conſequence 
of the French again poſſeſſing Canada and their Indians, will, in a Senſe, 
lie at the Door of Britain, who thus give them the Power and Op- 
portunity. | 6. The 
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UT we ought now to turn our Attention to 
that Part of the Text, which devoutly and 
_ gratefully aſcribes theſe Favours and glorious Victo- 
ries to the Strength and Arm of God, and teaches 
us and our King to rejoice in them as the Salvations 
and gracious Vouchſafements of Heaven to us,

bringing down the Haughtineſs of our Hearts.
